Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1960. 

In  Section  A,  a  study  of  the  statistics  reveals  no  great  variation  from  the 
previous  year.  There  was  an  increase  of  240  in  population,  but  live  births 
decreased  by  16  to  403  (rate  18-06),  deaths  by  8  to  180  (adjusted  death  rate 
10-16).  The  actual  increase  in  the  population  (230)  was  only  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  natural  increase  {i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  (403  —  180 
=  223),  which  would  indicate  that  there  was  little  immigration  to  the  district 
from  other  parts  of  the  country.  One  feature  of  the  statistics  is  the  increase 
of  illegitimate  births  from  14  to  27,  and  this  out  of  a  total  of  403  live  births, 
i.e.  one  in  every  fifteen  children  born  in  1960,  was  born  out  of  marriage. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  accounted  for  the  death  of  seven  persons,  as 
in  1959,  but  the  ever  increasing  number  of  road  users,  makes  any  forecast 
in  this  direction  difficult.  Many  factors  are  involved,  adequate  roads  for  the 
number  of  road  vehicles,  the  standard  of  driving,  and  so  often  bad  weather 
conditions,  such  as  fog.  In  mentioning  fog,  one  is  aware  of  that  oft-created 
artificial  fog,  from  the  exhaust  of  diesel  engines,  which  should  be,  and  could 
be  prevented,  and  natural  fog,  is  in  so  many  cases,  due  to  the  direct  pollution 
of  the  atmosphere  by  the  products  of  our  civilised  way  of  living.  I  feel  in 
many  instances  fog  of  either  variety  presents  the  hazard,  which  may,  and 
often  does  lead  to  accidents. 

Infectious  diseases  were  minimal  throughout  the  district  in  1960,  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  Poliomyelitis — nil;  Diphtheria — nil.  In 
our  efforts  to  protect  the  population  from  these  diseases,  continued  vigilance 
is  necessary  on  the  part  of  parents,  and  members  of  the  health  department 
team,  to  see  that  these  immunising  procedures  are  carried  out,  and  I  am  happy 
to  say  that  the  enthusiasm  and  co-operation  of  the  inhabitants  of  our  villages, 
no  doubt  stimulated  by  the  constant  prodding  of  the  health  visitors,  haS 
helped  to  maintain  a  good  standard  of  protection  amongst  the  children  and 
young  adults.  Immunisation  sessions  for  protection  against  Poliomyelitis 
were  held  in  almost  all  the  villages,  during  the  evenings,  and  in  this  the 
co-operation  of  the  headmasters  and  headmistress  of  the  schools  was  most 
helpful. 

In  the  sphere  of  environmental  hygiene,  great  progress  was  made  with 
sewage  disposal  schemes,  and,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  schemes 
nearing  completion,  and  those  at  the  stage  of  actual  commencement  of  work, 
will  almost  see  the  completion  of  this  work  for  the  district.  Many  of  our 
problems  of  “sewage  ditches”  should  then  disappear. 

Again,  at  intervals  during  the  summer  months  of  1960,  the  water  supply 
at  Barnacle  showed  discolouration  and  contamination,  and  despite  efforts  by 
the  Board  to  completely  eliminate  the  defects  in  the  supply,  no  satisfactory 
permanent  success  was  achieved.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  new 
pressure  filters  have  been  installed  at  the  Bedworth  Works,  and  all  results, 
except  the  first,  taken  since  the  installation  have  proved  bacteriologically  and 
physically  satisfactory.  The  provision  of  a  piped  water  supply,  available 
within  the  houses,  is  now  complete  throughout  the  district,  apart  from  a  small 
number  of  houses,  some  of  which  are  scheduled,  or  earmarked  for  demolition. 

The  problem  of  slum  clearance  is  being  dealt  with  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  The  rapid  progress  which  was  made  in  the  early  years  of  the 


programme  has  inevitably  led  to  a  slowing  down,  and,  in  addition  a  number 
of  landlords  have  taken  and  are  taking  advantage  of  Improvement  Grants  to 
bring  cottages  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard.  New  house  building  by  the 
Council  has  been  slow  during  the  past  year  or  two,  but  a  large  number  of 
private  houses  continue  to  be  built.  It  will  be  noted  that  Birdingbury  Camp, 
comprises  the  whole  of  the  temporary  accommodation  owned  by  the  Council, 
and  this  is  slowly  being  demolished  as  hutments  become  empty.  With  the 
increasing  difficulty  in  obtaining  land  for  housebuilding,  it  would  seem  to  be 
an  ideal  site  for  additional  council  houses,  when  completely  vacated,  water 
supply  and  sewage  disposal  being  already  available.  No  doubt  there  are 
difficulties,  but  I  feel  that  these  should  be  overcome. 

The  personal  health  services  provided  by  the  County  Council,  some  of 
which  are  administered  in  the  area,  were  maintained  satisfactorily  during  the 
year.  The  nursing  personnel  remained  fairly  constant,  which  to  my  mind, 
is  one  of  the  main  reasons  for  the  satisfactory  state.  Nurses,  Midwives,  and 
Health  Visitors  especially  in  the  rural  areas,  become  known,  and  get  to  know 
their  community,  and  the  less  changes  of  staff  there  are  over  a  period  of  time, 
the  greater  the  value  of  the  service.  The  number  of  home  confinements 
taking  place  in  the  area  continues  at  a  high  level,  and  I  think  this  is  largely 
due  to  the  good  relationships  that  exist  between  the  nurses  and  the  mothers, 
without  mentioning  the  high  standard  of  the  work.  In  my  report  last  year, 
I  drew  attention  to  the  difficulties  of  recruiting  domestic  helps,  and  the 
Domestic  Help  Organiser  often  has  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  getting  help 
for  some  needy  case.  The  solution  is  not  easy  in  these  days  of  full  employ¬ 
ment,  but  one  hopes  that  when  the  need  arises  we  shall  obtain  the  necessary 
assistance. 

To  sum  up,  one  would  say  that  the  year  in  the  sphere  of  environmental 
hygiene  was  marked  by  the  progress  towards  a  complete  water  carriage 
system  of  sewage  disposal.  It  will  of  course  be  many  years  before  all  schemes 
are  complete,  but  the  various  stages  of  many  schemes  are  no  longer  mere 
thoughts.  Slum  clearance  continues,  but  the  speed  of  new  housing  develop¬ 
ment  was  insufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

I  would  thank  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  particularly 
Mr.  Beeby,  for  the  help  and  co-operation  in  all  matters  affecting  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  district.  Also  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  health  problems  of  the  rural 
district.

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Comparability  factors  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  are  applied  to 
the  crude  birth  and  death  rates  to  give  adjusted  rates  which  may  be  used  for 
more  accurate  comparisons  with  the  birth  and  deaths  rates  in  other  parts  of 
the  country.  The  factor  for  births  was  TO  and  there  was  thus  no  difference 
between  the  crude  and  the  adjusted  birth  rates. 

Population 

The  mid-year  population  of  the  district  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  to  be  22,320,  an  increase  of  330  over  the  figure  for  1959.  This  is 
only  slightly  in  excess  of  the  natural  increase  in  population  (i.e.  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths)  which  was  223. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  in  the  district  during  1960  fell  slightly  to  403, 
compared  with  419  for  the  previous  year,  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
18-06  per  1,000  population.  The  following  table  gives  the  comparative 
birth  rates  for  the  Rugby  Rural  District  and  Warwickshire  for  the  past  five 
years.

SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Medical  Research  Council  direct  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Facilities  are  provided  for  the 
examination  of  milk,  water,  food  and  ice  cream  samples  and  of  specimens 
taken  in  connection  with  cases  of  notifiable  disease.  The  Laboratory  for 
this  area  is  situated  at  the  Coventry  &  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Stoney  Stanton 
Road,  Coventry  and  I  am  grateful  to  Dr.  J.  E.  M.  Whitehead  and  his  staff 
for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year. 


Local  Health  Authority  Services 

The  Warwickshire  County  Council  is  the  local  health  authority  for  the 
district  and  the  services  provided  under  the  National  Health  Service  Acts 
have  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  day  to  day  admin¬ 
istration  of  all  these  services,  except  ambulance  and  mental  health  is 
carried  out  locally.  The  Rural  District  combine  with  Rugby  Borough  to 
form  the  Eastern  Area  of  the  County  for  this  purpose.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

Mains  water  is  supplied  to  the  Council  in  bulk  by  the  City  of  Coventry, 
the  Borough  of  Rugby,  and  the  North  East  Warwickshire  Water  Board.  The 
approximate  amounts  taken  from  each  of  these  sources  of  supply  during  the 
year  were  as  follows: —

In  addition  to  these  amounts  27,472,000  gallons  were  taken  by  Southam 
R.D.C.  through  the  Council’s  trunk  mains. 

Work  on  the  water  mains  in  the  villages  of  Willey  and  Wibtoft  has  been 
completed  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  villages  in  the 
district  now  have  a  piped  water  supply  available  and  there  only  remain  a  few 
isolated  properties  without  such  a  supply. 

Fifty-six  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  mains  during  the  year, 
and  the  table  on  the  following  page  gives  the  percentage  of  houses  in  the 
various  villages  that  now  have  an  internal  or  external  supply  of  mains  water 
available.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Good  progress  has  been  made  on  new  sewerage  schemes  and  details  of 
the  present  position  is  given  in  the  relevant  table. 

During  the  year  26  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  further  progress  will  be  made  with  these  conversions  as  the  new  sewerage 
schemes  are  completed. 

Sixty-six  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  W.C.  conversions  and  759 
visits  in  connection  with  drainage,  a  large  proportion  of  the  latter  being  for 
new  schemes. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Since  April  1946  the  whole  of  the  district  has  received  a  regular  weekly 
collection  and  the  Council  now  operate  by  direct  labour  a  fleet  of  eight 
modern  refuse  collection  vehicles.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping,  and  approximately  eight  acres  of  land  in  the  centre  of  the  area  are 
owned  by  the  Council  and  receive  the  bulk  of  the  refuse,  but  subsidiary  tips 
are  rented  for  convenience  in  other  parts  of  the  district.  The  Council  own 
and  operate  a  Ferguson  tractor  to  level  and  soil  over  the  tips. 

A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  despite  the  considerable  labour 
and  other  difficulties,  which  reflects  credit  on  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for 
his  administration  of  this  service. 

Watercourses 

The  pollution  of  ditches  and  watercourses  by  sewage  still  presents  many 
problems,  a  considerable  number  of  which  should  be  eliminated  as  the  new 
sewerage  schemes  are  completed. 


Swimming  Pools 

The  swimming  pool  at  Ryton-on-Dunsmore  was  again  open  throughout 
the  summer  months  during  which  time  16  samples  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Only  3  of  these  samples  failed  to  come  up 
to  the  required  standard,  due  to  a  minor  adjustment  being  needed  to  the 
chlorinating  plant.  This  was  attended  to  and  no  further  trouble  was 
experienced. 

Caravans 

Within  twelve  months  of  the  report  by  the  fact  finding  committee  under 
the  Chairmanship  of  Sir  Arton  Wilson  being  received,  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  became  operative.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  this  Act  is  a  substantial  step  forward  in  legislative  control  but  close 
liaison  between  the  Licensing  and  Planning  Authorities  is  essential  if  the  Act 
is  to  be  a  success.  The  use  of  caravans  as  homes  will  be  with  us  for  many 
years  to  come  and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  longer  the  term  of  the 
Planning  Permission  granted,  the  more  fully  can  the  Licensing  Authority 
apply  the  minimum  standards  recommended  by  the  Minister. 

The  number  of  available  standings  on  the  Council’s  site  at  Long  Lawford 
has  been  reduced  to  52,  all  of  which  were  occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  permanent  houses  have  now  been  erected  on  the  remainder  of  the  site. 
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Rodent  Control 

Two  full-time  Rodent  Officers  are  employed  and  advice  given  to  rate¬ 
payers  free  of  charge,  although  a  charge  is  made  on  a  materials  and  labour 
basis  to  both  householders  and  occupiers  of  business  premises  if  the  Council 
carries  out  treatment.  The  Rodent  Officers  also  treat  the  Council’s  refuse 
tips,  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  contract  service  continues  to  operate  successfully,  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Rodent  Officers,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  contracts  valued  at 
more  than  £1,000  had  been  entered  into. 

Unusually  large  numbers  of  rats  were  on  the  move  during  the  winter 
months,  due  to  the  extensive  flooding  that  occurred,  and  very  high  kills  were 
achieved.  It  should  be  interesting  to  note  the  effect  of  these  efforts  on  the 
rat  population  during  the  winter  of  1961/62.

The  provisions  of  the  Factories  Acts  relating  to  Adequate  Means  of 
Escape  in  Case  of  Fire  and  the  issue  of  the  necessary  certificates  in  connection 
therewith  have  now  passed  to  the  control  of  the  Fire  Authority. 
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Clean  Air 

The  recording  of  atmospheric  pollution  at  selected  sites  throughout  the 
County  has  continued  during  the  year  under  the  control  of  the  Warwickshire 
Clean  Air  Council,  and  it  is  envisaged  that  this  recording  will  continue 
indefinitely  as  part  of  the  national  organisation,  as  uninterrupted  recording 
over  a  long  period  is  essential  to  establish  a  pattern  of  the  existing  pollution 
and  the  degree  of  improvement  effected  as  work  on  atmospheric  pollution 
proceeds.  In  addition  to  this  the  varied  activities  of  the  Warwickshire  Clean 
Air  Council  have  included  the  organisation  of  training  courses  on  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  approved  appliances  and  consultations  with  other  organisations 
connected  with  the  Clean  Air  programme,  including  the  producers  and  dis¬ 
tributors  of  solid  fuels.  Public  support  for  the  Clean  Air  proposals  is 
required  if  a  substantial  reduction  is  to  be  made  in  pollution  of  the  air  and, 
with  this  in  mind,  a  portable  exhibition  stand  was  purchased  during  the  year 
and  is  available  for  the  use  of  constituent  authorities.  Several  Authorities 
have  in  fact  already  used  it  at  local  exhibitions  with  a  reasonable  degree  of 
success. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Smokeless  Fuels  under  the  Chairman¬ 
ship  of  Mr.  N.  M.  Peech  was  received  early  in  the  year  and  in  this  report  it 
was  estimated  that  by  1965,  on  the  basis  of  the  best  available  assessment  of  the 
spread  of  smoke  control  and  to  meet  the  rising  demand  for  solid  smokeless 
fuels  outside  the  smoke  control  areas,  an  extra  five  and  a  half  million  tons  per 
annum  of  these  fuels  will  be  required.  During  this  period,  in  the  Committee’s 
views,  there  may  be  a  growing  shortage  of  the  specially  reactive  fuels  unless 
production  is  increased,  although  supplies  of  coke  for  use  on  modern 
appliances  were  estimated  to  be  more  than  adequate  up  to  1965. 

Canal  Boats 

No  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

At  the  request  of  the  County  Council  delegation  of  powers  was  accepted 
under  Section  73(2)  and  Section  38(3)(4)(5)  relating  to  lighting,  washing 
facilities,  and  facilities  for  taking  meals.  No  contraventions  were  found 
during  the  inspections  carried  out  for  these  purposes. 

Other  matters  relating  to  food  shops  are  dealt  with  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955  and  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

Petroleum  Installations 

Three  hundred  and  forty-two  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  there 
were  5  new  installations  of  tanks  and  pumps. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  all  electrically  operated  pumps  had  been  brought 
up  to  the  standard  recommended  by  the  Home  Office  except  for  one  installa¬ 
tion  which  is  to  be  renewed  in  the  very  near  future. 

General 

An  analysis  of  inspections  made  and  notices  served  under  this  section 
is  given  below.  208  complaints  were  received,  a  decrease  of  15  on  the 
preceding  year,  all  of  which  were  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken.

HOUSING 

The  Rent  Rebate  Scheme,  inaugurated  in  1957,  is  still  working  satis¬ 
factorily  and  at  the  half  yearly  review  in  December,  1960,  159  rebates  had 
been  granted  amounting  to  .£63  6s.  6 d.  per  week.  During  the  year  128 
families  were  rehoused,  29  of  these  families  being  from  condemned  property, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  296  applicants  on  the  housing  list. 

Eighty-eight  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year  and  the  number 
of  housing  units  owned  by  the  Council,  permanent  and  temporary,  is  given 
on  opposite  page. 
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In  addition  there  are  5  maisonnettes  at  Long  Lawford,  each  one  consisting  of  business  premises  with  a  3  bedroomed  flat  above.

Temporary  Housing 

The  only  form  of  temporary  housing  owned  by  the  Council  which  is  now 
in  use  is  the  28  converted  huts  remaining  at  Birdingbury  Camp.  During 
the  year  5  of  these  huts  were  demolished  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  10  of 
these  28  huts  were  empty  and  awaiting  demolition,  the  other  18  still  being 
occupied. 

Housing  Conditions 

Only  one  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act, 
1957  was  received  during  the  year. 

Work  on  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  proceeded  steadily  during  the 
year  and  in  addition,  275  visits  and  inspections  were  made  to  advise  prospec¬ 
tive  house  purchasers  regarding  the  possibility  of  the  property  in  which  they 
were  interested  being  included  in  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme.  This 
latter  item  has  now  become  an  important  feature  in  the  work  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  occupies  a  considerable  amount  of  the  Inspector’s  time.

Knacker’s  Yard 

There  is  only  one  Knacker’s  Yard  in  the  district  which  is  owner  occupied. 
Apart  from  the  slaughterhall  and  flaying  room  there  are  other  buildings  which 
house  a  fat  extractor,  bone  crusher  and  drier,  and  rooms  for  the  storage  of 
fat  and  meal.  Almost  the  entire  bulk  of  meat  is  processed  on  the  premises 
and  any  small  quantities  not  treated  in  this  manner  are  stained  before  dis¬ 
posal. 

This  business  has  been  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner  throughout 
the  year. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

There  are  38  distributors  of  milk  registered  with  the  council,  8  dairy 
premises  and  7  milk  shops.

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SECTION  F. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  year  1960  was  exceptional  for  the  extremely  low  number  of  notifica¬ 
tions  of  infectious  diseases  which  occurred  in  the  district  during  that  year. 
Most  gratifying  was  the  absence  of  Poliomyelitis  and  Diphtheria,  this  must 
be  a  reflection  of  the  immunisation  programme  continued  most  assiduously 
every  year.  It  is  important  to  note  that  in  April,  1960,  the  scheme  of 
immunisation  discussed  at  a  professional  meeting  during  the  previous  year, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Medical  Research  Council,  was  brought  into  force 
in  Warwickshire,  and  one  important  alteration  in  this  was  to  delay  vaccination 
against  smallpox  until  about  one  year  of  age.  It  is  possible  that  children 
born  in  January  and  February,  1960,  would  be  vaccinated  under  the  old 
scheme,  but  probable  that  all  born  after  that  date  would  be  protected  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  first  quarter  of  1961.  This  would  account  for  the  low 
figures  of  vaccinations  in  1960,  compared  with  the  year  1959.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  see  what  the  figures  will  be  in  1961,  whether  the  high  percentage 
rate  of  1959  has  been  affected  by  the  alteration  in  timing  of  vaccination. 
Parents  have  responded  extremely  well  to  the  constant  demand  of  the  health 
authorities  for  the  acceptance  of  an  increasing  number  of  protective  inocula¬ 
tions,  the  protection  afforded  has  been  proved,  but  if  just  one  series  of 
inoculations  can  be  telescoped  with  another,  as  is  now  done  with  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  acceptability  must  be  increased. 

The  possibility  of  poliomyelitis  being  added  to  the  three  above,  is  being 
tested,  and  one  cannot  but  hope  that  its  success  will  be  proved.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  the  experience  of  the  Soviet  and  Eastern  block  of  countries  is  true, 
the  oral  vaccine  against  Poliomyelitis  must  be  receiving  much  attention  in 
this  country. 

The  programme  of  “pin-pricks”  for  the  young  infant  should  be  brought 
to  an  absolute  minimum,  the  continued  complete  protection  of  all  children  is 
more  likely  to  be  attained  in  this  way. 

Poliomyelitis  sessions  were  carried  out  during  the  summer  in  all  villages, 
and  at  night,  so  that  all  eligible  adults  could  attend.  The  response  was 
gratifying.
